who persuaded Mr. Grundy to ac- 
cept the appointment in the

place. He could not, therefore, turn 
against him in favor of Secretary 
Davis. Also, as between Mr. Davis 
and Mr. Grundy, the latter is regard-

vigorous personality likely to make,a 
fight on protective tariff matters sat- 
isfactoi-y to the western Pennsylvan- 
ia interests.

SEEKS INDICTMENT OF 


SHEPARD FOR MURDER 


Topeka —(XP)— After a day of pre- 


liminary examination of witnesses, 
United States District Attorney Sar- 
dius M. Brewster went before a fed- 
eral grand jury here today seeking 
a murder indictment against Major 
Charles A. Shcpard, 59-year-old army 
medical officer accused of poisoning 
his 37-year-old second wife at Fort 
Kiley, Kas., last summer. 


The two principal witnesses _sum- 


moned by the government are'Miss 
Grace Brandon, 23-year-old Erooks 
Field stenographer to whom the ar- 
my officer is alleged to have pro- 
posed marriage after his 
wife's 


death, and Major Paul R. Hawley, 
army medical corps officer brought 
back from Managua, Nicaragua. 


Major Hawley attended Mrs. Shep- 


ard during her fatal illness and per- 
formed the autopsy which eventually 
led to her husband's arrest on a 
charge of murder. 


Major Shcpard is held in jail at 


Denver and will not be called before 
the grand jury. 


St. Paul —(XP)— A secret indict- 


ment, in which 29 persons were re- 
ported named, was returned Mon- 
day by a federal grand jury la con- 
nection with the investigation of the 
Diamond Motor Parts company of St. 
Cloud, Minn. 


Investigation of stock selling ac- 


tivity of the Diamond Motor was al- 
leged to have revealed'that 5,000 in- 
vestors in. 11 states were fleeced of 
about $2,000,000. 
The firm's physi- 


cal assets are owned by the Alumi- 
num Industries, Inc., of Cincinnati. 


Among those reported named in 


the bill are four former officials and 
25 stock salesmen of the Diamond 
company. All were said to be charg- 
ed with using the mails in further- 
ance of a. scheme to defraud. 


The firm's operations extended in- 


to North and South Dakota; Mont- 
ana, Washington, "Wyoming, Colora- 
do, "Utah, Nevada, Kansas and Miss- 
ouri, postoffice inspectors said. 


The company went into receiver- 


ship more than a year ago. At that 
time about $200,000 worth of stock 
had been sold in this state under 
a permit issued by the state securi- 
ties commission. 


Postoffice inspectors said contacts 


with prospective stock buyers were 
made by use of the same mailing lists 
used by promoters of the Pan Motor 
company of, St. Cloud, which failed 
about 12 years ago.

was on a bed in a room just off the 
kitchen. Her husband's body lay on 
a. bed in another room. 


Mrs. Steube was said to have been

explained that during the 


"preliminary skirmishing among the 
committee members at the outset of 
the session it was ascertained that 
the Norris bill, which recently was 
passed by the senate, did not have 
a chance of meeting the approval of 
the majority."

out of reading it. A real reader gets 
more enjoyment out of a book when 
ho knows the story, sees pictures ot

places where the actual setting was 
laid. 


READ BOOKS OFTEN 


"People who really enjoy real liter- 


ature read the various books or selcc 
tions as many as 10 to 25 times, and 
get as much enjoyment out of the 
tenth or twenty-fifth reading as they 
did from the first. 


"Don't keep a blind date with a 


book. 
Have a neutral friend intro- 


duce you to it before you endeavor to 
wade through it.- You may find that 
a book is uninteresting 
and 'dry' 


when you read it without a formal 
introduction, 
but when duly intro- 


duced, you will find a more stronger 
desire to read it."

CURBING SCENERY WRECKERS 


New 
Jersey has 
much 
beautiful 


scenery. It also has many fine roads 
from which the scenery might be seen 
to advantage, if it were not 
for bill- 


boards. Many of the roads, Jersey com- 
plainants say, arc so hedged in by ugly 
ads that the wayfarer can't see through 
them. 
As elsewhere, the lovlier the 


scenery and the heavier the traffic, the 
more painful it is to look around. Mo- 
torists long for some vast wilderness 
where, even if the roads 
were 
bad, 


they could rest 
their eyes on 
some- 


thing uncommercial. 


There is a measure pending in the 


legislature to tax billboards along state 
highways 3 cents a square foot 
and 


give the state highway department au-

WILBUR WRIGHT'S BIRTH 


On April 16, 1867, Wilbur Wright, American 


pioneer in aviation, was born near Millvillc, Ind. 


After a hiKh school education, he went with 


his brother Orville to "Dayton, O., where they 
opened UD a bicycle repair shop. With the exper- 
ience they received from motorcycles they began 
experimenting v. ith erlidmfr machines. In order 
that they miffht carry out their work unmolested, 
the brothers removed to Kitty Hawk. N. C. 


On December 17, 1903, one of their machines 


rose of its own power, remained in the air 09 sec- 
onds and carried the operator S52 feet. This was 
the first Instance of actual mechanical flight. 
T\vo years later the Wrights built an airplane in 
which they flow 24 1-2 miles. 


But In 190S, Wilbur Wright set a record in 


France for the longest fiifiht ever made up to 
that time when he covered 56 miles. For this 
achievement he was awarded the Micliclin prize. 
The French patent rishts of the Wright machine 
were disposed of for $100,000, and the machine 
was adopted by the "United States army.

MEDICAL, CURE OF PEPTIC 


ULCER. 


In the fifth article in this series 


on gastric and duodenal ulcer I des- 
cribed the kind of diet that prevents 
this increasingly prevalent disease 
(as well as appendicitis and mucous 
colitis). In the sixth I gave a diet 
adapted for the person who already 
has such an ulcer. Now T want to 
add that diet alone is not sufficient 
to cure peptic. ulcer. Suitable diet 
will give the sufferer much relief, 
but medical treatment Is necessary 
to effect -a permanent 
cure. And 


once a cure has been attained by 
medical treatment, the patient must 
remember that if he or she relapses 
into the old dietary habits 
that 


brought on the trouble in the first 
place, the same disease may develop 
again. That isn't a relapse or a re- 
currence-. It is rather like having 
had a boil on your neck last Christ- 
mas asd then on the Fourth of July 
getting a boil on your neck. If you 
did1 I hope you won't 
but such 


things happen, you know, and it 
isn't reasonable to blame the doctor 
or the 
treatment 
you used 
last 


Christmas for the boil you're fated 
to celebrate the Fourth. 


Notice I made no bones of using 


the term "medical cure" of ulcer. 
Five years ago I would not have 
dared say that. It simply wasn't 
done In our best medical circles—I 
mean 
peptic ulcer simply wasn't 


cured then, at least not as a rule. 
Up to five years ago we bettor doc- 
tors (I use the editorial we humor- 
ously, 
you understand) we better 


doctors felt that we were giving the 
gastric or duodenal ulcer patient a 
very good break if we succeeded In 
keeping him off the operating- table, 
tho we were firm in keeping him 
half starved, for we were obsessed 
with the fear that solid food would 
irritate 
and aggravate 
tho ulcer. 


This 
obsession, was 
akin to 
the 


quaint medical practice of withhold- 
ing all solid food from typhoid pa- 
tients—a practice which, I believe, 
contributed to an unfavorable out- 
come in not a few cases of typhoid 
fever a generation ago. 


The surgeons, -viewing this dispos- 


ition. oC tho medical practitioners to 
deal conservatively with ulecr pa- 
tients, began to dwell with extraor- 
dinary emphasis on. the sad compli- 
cations of. perforation, hemorrhage 
and peritonitis, which xmquestion- 
ably happen in an occasional case 
of peptic ulcer. This agitation, in the 
mecMcal 
societies 
and the medical 


journals, brought in a few more ul- 
cer cases for operation. The surgeons 
were still unsatisfied. So they went 
into conference, 
so to speak, 
and 


shall I s>rxy hatched, no, that sounds 
dishonest; let us say concocted, only 
that, too, is a harsh word for it; 
they tabulated some statistics from 
one of our great wholesale surgical 
emporiums, -which tended to show 
that 
there* was one chance 
in 14 


that unhealed peptic ulcer mny even- 
tually develop malignancy—that is, 
after several years cancer may occur 
in tlie site of the ulcer. Now, then, 
tho sui-Reons felicitated one another, 
the eia of Rood times is dawning for 
us, brethren.

Hot Summer Time, Engin- 
eer Points Out

With the approach 
of summer, 


when radio strikes the doldrums, it 
has become apparent that owners of 
radioequipped automobiles will 
not 


get the reception to which they, are 
accustomed when in vacation places 
far from cities under the present 
broadcast set-up. 
On sultry days 


radio waves do not travel as well as 
during the crisp, cold days of 
the 


fall arid winter. 


In one breath, O. H. •Caldwell, form- 
er federal radio commissioner, diag- 
nosies the ailment and prescribes the 
remedy. 
Increase 
the 
ppwer 
of 


broadcast 
stations 
themselves, so 


that adequate signal strengths can 
be laid down in the woods, mountain 
and lake regions and this problem 
will be solved, he advises. 


Designers of modern automobile 


radio sets have incorporated every 
possible efficency of 
pick-up 
and 


have made these new dashboard sets 
"marvels of radio sensitiveness," the 
engineer-publisher states. 


"Still the purchasers of such radio- 


equipped automobiles must not ex- 
pect to obtain *adio reception on dis- 
tant roads and in \-acation 
places 


that they get from their city home 
receivers," he cautions. 


This is the first summer during 


which auto-radios will be used 
on 


anything like a national scale. The 
average car owner 
will 
probably 


make the first test of his set on a 
summer noon-dr— picnic 75 or 150 
miles from home. 
His automobile 


set may have worked well in the 
city within a few miles of & local 
broadcast station that same morn- 
ing. 


"But when he gets way off into 


vacation land and pulls up to enjoy 
lunch to the accompaniment of radio 
music, he is likely to find nothing 
on the air," says Mr. Caldwell. "In- 
stead of radio music he will hear 
only the crackle and roar of static, 
for the radio signals from the dis- 
tant stations cannot override these 
atmospheric bombardments." 


In many vast vacation areas during 


summer daylight hours no radio pro- 
grams whate\er can be picked up, 
the former commissioner points out. 
After sunset, when radio fares better

UKIEI) APPI^E PUDDING 


One cup dried apples, 1 cup molas- 


ses, 14 cups flour, 3 tablespoons but- 
ter, 2 eggs, 1 teaspoon soda, 1 tea- 
spoon cinnamon,'5 teaspoon cloves, | 
teaspoon salt. 


Wash apples through several wa- 


ters. Let stand over night in cold 
water to cover. In the morning cut 
into small pieces and simmer in wa- 
ter in which they were soaked until 
tender. 
Dissolve soda in molasses 


and add to stewed apples. Mix and 
sift flour, spice.3 and salt and stir 
into first mixture. Add butter and 
beat well. Add eggs well beaten and 
turn into a well buttered baking 
dish. Bake 43 minutes in a moder- 
ate oven.

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SENATE INCREASES 


MONEY AVAILABLE 


TO HELP BED CHILD 


Amends House Measure and 


Boosts Appropriation to 
$106,750

\Vashingtou —The Senate adopted 


amendments to ;he Interior depart- 
ment 
appropriation 
bill providing 


funds for more food and clothing for 
Indian children in Wisconsin Indian 
schools. 


The appropriation of $55,000 pro- 


vided in the bill as 
it 
passed the 


House of Representatives for subsis 
tence of the 
300 pupils in the Hay- 


ward school was raised by the Sen- 
ate to 591,300, bringing the total for 
this school for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1 to $106,500. 


The appropriation of ?9G,:50 for 


the 350 students in the Tomah school 
was raised to $106,750. Total appro- 
priations for this school in the Sen- 
ate bill amount to $157.750, including 
$10,000 for enlarging the employees' 
club building, $25,000 for enlarging 
the boys' dormitory and 516,000 for 
pay of superintendent, drayage and 
general repairs and improvements. 


The $22,000 provided in the House 


bill for the Tomah hospital was un- 
changed by the Senate, as was the 
appropriation of §65,000 for additions 
and employees' quarters for the 
Tomah hospital. 


For general support and adminis- 


tration, the appropriations of 51.200 
for 
the Lac du Flambeau agency, 


$57,000 for Keshcna, including $7,000 
for two employees' cottages and $5,- 
000 for monthly allowances for old 
and 
indigent 
Mcnominees remain 


unchanged in the bill as it passed 
the Senate. 


Following public discussions of the 


amount'available for food and cloth 
ing for Indian children and a series 
of committee hearings in which the 
lack of sufficient food and clothing 
for the children was brought out, the 
Senate Committee on Appropriations 
increased the funds for this purpose 
by $635,500, to allow a minimum of 
37.S cents a. day for food for each 
child, instead of the present 20 cents 
and $40 a year for clothing for each 
child, instead of the present $22 a 
year. 


This, it is believed, will allow the 


Bureau of Indian Affairs to carry 
out the program laid out by Presi- 
dent Hoover for bringing the food 
and clothing of Indian children In 
boarding schools up to what was es- 
lablished by a •committee of experts 
as the minimum to keep the children 
well nourished and enable them 
to 


resist disease. 


During these hearings, It 
was 


brought out that the 1929 food values 
for Indian children were only 61.1 
per cent of the 1914 values and the

soon have perfected a practical cot- 
ton picking machine. 
Herbert F. Perkins, president of 


the International 
Harvester Com- 
pany said in his remarks, 
accom- 
panying his annual report that "con- 
stant progress Is being made by the 
company's engineering staff in the 
development of cotton pickers and 
strippers, and recent field tests in- 
dicate that these machines should 
scon become of practical benefit to 
planters." 
While officials of the Harvester 


company decline to expand -on this 
statement, it is learned 
definitely 
that they intend and expect soon to 
produce machines that will replace 
hand labor in gathering the cotton 
crop, either by picking or by strip- 
ping. Under present methods, hun- 
dreds of thousands of Negroes m 
the south find their principal em- 
ployment in cotton picking. 
It is figured that coton harvest- 


ing by hand costs from twenty to 
forty per cent of the value of the 
cotton harvested. Some experts who 
have studied the problem of machine 
picking and its progress toward so- 
lution, 
estimate that 
the 
cotton 


picking 
machine 
of the 
future 


should do its work at a cost varying 
from five per cent to twenty per 
cent of the cotton harvested, 
the 


variation being due to the size and 
capacity of the mechanical picker, 
the character of the crop and other 
factors. 
The stripping method of cotton 


harvesting—better known as "snap- 
ping" in the cotton country—is of 
less importance than picking. It is 
estimated that only about ten per 
cent of the cotton ciop is adapted to 
stripping or "snapping" and wheth- 
er stripped by hand or by machine 
the initial product cairies so much 
Cleaves, trash and dirt that mechan- 
ical cleaning is required. 
"SNAPPING" COSTLY 
"Snapping" cotton by hand costs 


from fifteen to thirty per cent of 
the value of the cotton thus 
har- 


vested. Students of the cotton har- 
vesting problem estimate that a sat- 
isfactory mechanical stupper 
reduce this cost to from one and 
one half to three per cent of the 
value of the crop so gathered. 


The economic importance of the 


mechanical cotton picker and strip- 
per is indicated by the fact that the 
United 
States 
produces annually 


about 15,000,000 bales of five hun- 
dred pounds each. The cost of hand 
picking varies from fifteen to thuty 
dollars a. bale. Two hundred pounds 
a day is a good record for an expert 
pickers' production. It takes about 
three pounds of cotton as 
picked, 


seed and all, to yield one pound af 
ter it is ginned. The economic sav- 
ing indicated by tests with machine 
picking is tremendous. 


Cotton is one of the last crops to 


succumb to the devises of this ma- 
chine age. The necessity of going 
over the crop several times and of 
picking the cotton out of the boll—a 
decidedly human operation—had im- 
posed difficulties that long seemed 
insurmountable. Now, however, the 
difficulties have been overcome. 


It is considered not at all Improb- 


able that the 
application of ma- 


chines to cotton picking may have 
something of the same effect that 
that application had to grains. 


Before the reaper a man with a 


scythe or cradle could harvest about 
two and one half acres a day. The 
modern tractor diawn binder en- 
ables one man to harvest from thir- 
ty five to forty acres in the same 
time and the combine, the latest de- 
velopment, enables a crew of two or 
three to cut, thresh and clean from 
forty to fifty acres of gram a day in 
a single operation. 
Any 
development appioachms 
that efficiency in the cotton fields 
obviously would replace a great 
many Negro -workers.

Eight 


Honorable William Lyon Mackenzie 
King, prime 
minister of 
Canada, 


Parliament now is engaged in pass- 
ing a new law prohibiting all clear- 
ances on liquor cargoes destined for 
the United States. 


Premier King- points out that un 


der present conditions 
government 


officials, issuing legal clearances to 
ships carrying liquor to the United 
States, are "direct links" between 
the breweries and distilleries, on the 
one hand, and the rum-runners on 
the other. 


"This is a condition," he remaiks, 


"that I believe the citizens of this 
country when they understand 
it 


would not wish to countenance." 


This law will undoubtedly dimm- 


ish the flow of xum over the border 
It is going to cast Canada plenty, 
too. 


At present the Dominion govern- 


ment profits to the extent of about 
$15,000,000 a year on this traffic, an 
excise tax of §9 a gallon being col- 
lected on all liquor cleared for the 
United States. In addition, it antici- 
pated that the Dominion will have 
to spend around $10,000,000 to en 
force the new la-n. All in all, Canada 
will be out about $25,000,000 a year.

late in the year as to kill off young 
birds and rabbits as 
well 
as the 


mother birds who are watching their 
nests. 


"Not only are game birds affected 


but many different varieties of shore 
birds and song birds who live In 
marshes, and while in total numbers 
will greatly exceed the upland game 
birds, most of these shore birds are 
very 
beneficial 
to farmers, 
and 


should not be driven out by fire. 


"The department of game of the 


conservation commission is appeal 
ing to all true conservationists to do 
their utmost in keeping down the 
number of marsh fires," the letter 
stated.
